Smith threatened repris- 
als yesterday against large inter- 
state truck lines which have been 
opposing -he bill to increase bus 
and truck fees. Unless this bill 
is enacted, he said, he was ‘“‘se- 
riously considering” a request to 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission to terminate the truck 
fee reciprocity agreements Mis- 
souri has with 24 other states. 

19,325 Outstate Trucks. 

Under these agreements, trucks 
from those states use Missouri's 
highways without paying any fees, 
in return for the same privilege 
enjoyed by Missouri trucks in 


Public Service Commission rec- 
ords show that about 19,325 out- 
state trucks use Missouri high- 
ways without paying fees. Not all 
are on the roads daily but all are 
registered under the reciprocity 
agreements. 

Gov. Smith estimated that if 
reciprocity were canceled, opera- 
tors of outstate trucks would have 
to pay Missouri about $5,000,000 
a year in fees—as much as $530 
a year per truck. 

Truck lobbyists and operators 
have started bombarding repre- 
sentatives with telegrams urging 
them to vote against the bill to 
increase truck fees on the mill- 
mile basis. One representative 
from an Ozark county received 
eight telegrams from truckers in 
lis county. The messages said 
truckers had no objection to a 
reasonable increase in fees but 
the proposed increase would re- 
quire “too much bookkeeping” and 
might force companies out of busi- 
ness. 

More House Votes Needed. 

Despite the active and brazen 
opposition of the high-pressure 
truck lobby, the House approved 
the truck fee increase on perfec- 
tion Wednesday by a vote of 72 
to 49. However, it will require 
six additional affirmative votes, 
or a total of 78, to pass the bill 
and send it to the Senate. 

Many Senators who favor the 
highway program privately ex- 
pressed the opinion it- would be 
unwise to pass the gasoline tax 
increase bill without first hiking 
truck fees. 

They take the position that, 
since the bulk of gasoline taxes 
are paid by automobile owners, 
motorists vould resent having 
their taxes raised if trucks, which 
cause most highway damage, were 
permitted to escape without pay- 
ing their share of the costs. 

With the Legislature’s summer 
recess only a week or two away, 
it would be relatively easy for a 
minority group in the Senate to 
delay passage of the 3-cent gaso- 
line tax bill until autumn. This 
appears to be a strong possibility 
if the truck lobby succeeds in 
killing the truck fee bill in the 
House next week.

Musi- 
cal director Edwin McArthur was 
as incisive in his control and 
spirited in his leadership of the 
orchestra as ever. What faults 
that showed were ones. which 
seem peculiar to the Muny Opera 
set-up of bigness and a show a 
week—unwieldiness and wooden- 
ness in the big ensembles, medi- 
ocre costuming (with some ex- 
ceptions) with many of the chorus 
looking as if they had a fast fit, 
chorus dancing not up to Broad- 
way standards, individually and 
in choreography, and a paucity 
of beautiful girls.

their annual appropriation each 
month. , 

Three Doctors for 1300. 
Dr. Hennerich had reported 
funds were insufficient to employ 
adequate personnel and to buy 
essential medical supplies. Some 
hospitals were said to be short of 
vitally needed penicillin and had 
no money to buy more. There are 
only three physicians for 1300 
patients at City Infirmary. 
Alderman Louis G._ Berra, 
Democratic majority floor leader, 
said he would introduce the bill 
at next week’s board meeting. 
The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment adjourned without 
action on the measure after a hot- 
discussion between Darst and 
Comptroller Milton Carpenter. 
Limit on Spending Denied. 
Carpenter denied that the city 
institutions were limited to spend- 
ing a twelfth of their annual ap- 
propriation in any one month. 
Darst replied that in any event 
the hospitals were powerless to 
hire the necessary employes with- 
out additional money.

A 20 per cent cut in money for 
the Army engineers’ flood control 
and rivers and harbors program 
for the next fiscal year was rec- 
ommended today by the House 
Appropriations Committee. 


It was one of the sharpest re- 
ductions ever imposed by the 
committee on the annual bill fi- 
nancing construction and mainte- 
nance of projects’ scattered 
throughout the country. 

The President had asked for 
$640,637,843 for the engineers’ 
program for the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1. The committee cut 
this to $514,427,400, a reduction 
of $126,210,443. 

The bill will go before the 
House next week, when attempts 
to trim it further are expected. 

The committee refused to ap- 
prove funds for new electric pow- 
er projects requested by Presi- 
dent Truman as necessary for the 
defense effort. 

Notable among power-producing 
projects for which funds were de- 
nied are the proposed Gavins 
Point Dam and Oahe Dam on the 
Missouri river in South Dakota. 
These are among the important 
projects of the huge development 
program of the Missouri Basin 
Interagency Committee. 

Reasons for Cut. 
The committee said the big cut 
was based on these factors: 
1. No new projects should be 
started at this time because of 
the need to conserve funds and 
energy for the defense pro- 
gram. 
2. No new features should be 
added at this time to projects 
already under construction. 
3. No funds should be appro- 
priated at this time for plan- 
ning and surveys of new proj- 
ects. 
The committee directed the en- 


_gineers to make “an economi 
re-evaluation from a  nationa 


standpoint of all projects now in 
the planning stage, with a view 
to effecting greater economies 
and a better integrated national 
program.” 

“Sectionalism,” it added, 
“should play no part in the de- 
velopment of our natural re- 
sources.” 

Panama Canal Fund. 

In addition to the river and 
harbor and flood control projects, 
the bill appropriates $11.595,000 


Panama Canai. This is a cut 
of $298,000. 

The committee rejected a re- 
quest for $200,000 for civil de- 
fense in the Panama Canal Zone, 
saying this is “a proper function” 
of the military. 

It directed the Secretary of the 
Army ‘to increase rentals on Gov- 
ernment-owned housing in the 
zone, saying that the need for 
low rents as an inducement for 
skilled workers to go to Panama 
no longer exists.

Production Act. 

With barely three weeks left 
before expiration of the act which 
covers the economic controls, 
Senate and House committees 
planned to get down to business 
next @#veek on drafting legislation 
to extend the law another year. 

President Truman yesterday 
warned that before the year is 
out inflationary pressures may 
be expected to “grow rapidly” 
under the pressure of 30 billion 
dollars a year increase in defense | 
spending. 

In a statement issued at his | 
press conference, the President | 
said the nation must meet this | 
issue “head on,” together with | 
efforts by “special interests” to | 
kill all wage and price controls. 


Food at Record High. 

The Government estimated that 
the retail food price index on | 
May 15 was 12 per cent higher | 
than the period just before the 
war started in Korea. It was at 
a record high, but the Govern- 
ment indicated that price controls 
kept it from rising even higher. 
A special eight-city survey by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics showed 
the retail food price index to be 
227.1 per cent of the 1935-39 
average.

WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP)— | 
The Federal Trade Commission | 
said today it could find no fault | 
with Holeproof Hosiery Co. ad- 
vertisements telling, women that 
its hosiery is “non-run” and “snag- 
resistant.” 

The commission considered a 
complaint that the Milwaukee 
firm misrepresented its hosiery, 


and dismissed the case “as not , 


sustained by the evidence.” It 
said the company’s hosiery “does 
tend to be less susceptible to 
snagging than is hosiery not made 
of high twist material and which 
has not been so chemically 
treated.” 

On the question of “runs,” the 
commission held that the type of 
stitching used by the company 
usually confines the damage done 
by a broken thread to “an area 
of approximately one-fifth of an 
inch or less.” A hole that size, it 
added, isn’t “considered by the 
purchasing public to be a run.”

The most important provision 


is that requiring of all men eight 


years of service, active and resérve. This will have the effect of 
building up a reserve force numbering between four and five million. 


The President is authorized to 
reduce the term of service when 
the full 24 months is no longer 
required to maintain the armed 
‘foreés. This provision will allow 
a gradual shift from universal 
service to universal military train- 
ing, which is prescribed for a six- 
month’ period. The universal 
training features of the act do not 
-come intd effect, however, until 
further legislation by the Con- 
gress. 

Won’t Maintain Present Strength. 

The two years of required serv- 
ice will not maintain the present 
armed forces strength of 3,500,- 
000 unless further calls are made 
on the National Guard and re- 


serves. No more than 1,500,000 
men can be obtained by voluntary 
enlistment. This leaves 2,000,000 
to be obtained by other means. 

Slightly more than 1,000,000 
men become 1844 years of age 
annually. Of these, approximate- 
ly 750,000 meet military require- 
ments. With two years of service 
this will provide 1,500,000 in addi- 
tion to the 1,500,000 career per- 
sonnel, or a total of 3,000,000 
against the present strength of 
3,500,000. 


The difference is now ac- 
counted for by the pool of men 
who were too young to serve in 
World War II as well as by Na- 
tional Guardsmen and reservists 
called into service. When these 
groups have been released after 
two years of service, there will be 
a drop in our military strength 
unless the Congress extends: the 
period of military duty or unless 
more National Guardsmen and re- 
servists are used. 

If universal service of two years 
is not enough to maintain our 
armed strength, it is obvious that 
six months of military training 
in the National Security Training 
Corps—which provides no men 
for the active forces—is purely a 
dream-world solution for s6me fu- 
ture time of peace and good-will 
among nations. 


Actually Decreases Strength. 

Universal military training not 
only doés not add men to our 
ready military strength, but actu- 
ally decreases it because of the 
training and administrative over- 
head that must be provided by 
the reguler services. It is esti- 
mated that this overhead will 
amount to between 150,000 and 
200,000 men. 

The real purpose of UMT is 
to provide an enforced recruit- 
ment of partly trained men for 
the National Guard and reserves. 

Neither the National Guard nor 
fhe reserve group is well enough 
trained to be considered an 
‘M-day force. It now takes seven 
to nine months of active duty 
training before a National Guard 
Division is considered ready for 
combat. While the.addition of 
UMT trainees will decrease this 
time somewhat, it will not elim- 
inate the need for long training 
after mobilization. 

Another objection to UMT is 
that it places federally-trained 
men in the hands of state-con- 
trolled forces. Although the state 
forces are supported and paid by 
the Federal Government, they are 
under state control except when 
called into Federal service. The 
military services can set desirable 
standards of training, frequency 
of drill, qualifications for officers, 
etc., but they have no way of en- 
forcing them except by the threat 
of withdrawing Federal support. 

In the past, the cure has been 
considered worse than the disease, 
with the result that standards 
frequently are compromised in 
the interests of harmony. 

General Overhaul Needed. 

The requirement of a total of 
eight years of active and reserve 
service is new to American life, 
It is being imposed on a hetero- 
geneous reserve system with 
seven or eight different types of 
reserves in the Armed Forces. It 
will turn out to be trerhendously 
expensive, as well as ineffective, 
‘unless there is a complete and 
radical overhaul of the entire Na-

_ Who's Who 
on Gen. Phillips 


HE author of the accom- 

panying article, Brig. Gen. 

Thomas R. Phillips, U.S.A., 
Retired, was, up to 10 years 
ago, probably the best known 
military writer in American 
uniform. Pearl Harbor put a 
stop to his public writing, but 
now in retirement he has re- 
turned to his typewriter.

Try, without being complaining or 
whiny about it, to talk the situation over with him, and make 
him see that you need some diversion, too, and that he should 
set aside one of his days off to take you somewhere, leaving 
the baby with a relative or baby sitter.

EDWARD REID... HE PICKED UP A TIP IN JOE'S BAR,

" HE first man looks like a mu- 
sician in a medium-grade 
night club and is an avid bird 

watcher. At Joe’s bar in Brook- 
lyn one sticky night this man 
overheard a conversation between 
two customers. Talk was going 
around, one barfly was telling an- 
other, that a new guy had taken 
over Brooklyn’s bookie joints. He 
was supposed to have tip-top con- 
nections with the cops. He was 
known as “Mister G.” 


The second man looks like a 
junior bank executive and wears 
a hearing aid. He also eaves- 
dropped on some bar chatter. The 
tavern was in San Jose, Cailif., 
and in this case a drunk was 
boasting how he helped “square 
the beef” for an abortionist who 
was in trouble with federal in- 
come tax authorities. 


The third man looks like a- 


school teacher and usually totes 
around a load of books. Shortly 
after going to work on a new 
job in Miami Beach in 1946 all 
sorts of unimportant people be- 
gan telling him things about an 
outfit called the S & G Syndi- 
cate. He kept notes en what the 
unimportant people said. He 
asked questions. And he waited. 


All three men have 
common. They have been news- 
paper reporters just about their 
entire working lives. They dress, 
move and talk about as exciting- 
ly as typical passengers on a 
suburban bus.

HE first man was Edward Reid 
7 of the Brooklyn Eagle. The tip 

he picked up in Joe’s bar even- 
tually led to the unmasking of 
Harry Gross, New York’s master 
bookmaker, wholesale dismissals 
and demotions that shook New 
York’s police force. to the very 
top, and the appointment as New 
York City police commissioner of 
big Thomas Murphy, the prosecu- 
tor of Alger Hiss. Reid's stories 
also won for his paper the 1950 
Pulitzer Prize for public service. 


The second man was Edward S. 
Montgomery of the San Francisco 
Examiner. The hint he heard in 
a drunken man’s rambling led 
to- the suspension of three em- 
ployes of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau and the resignation of the 
bureau’s collector in the Nevada 
district. It won for Montgom- 
ery the 1950 Pulitzer Prize for 
distinguished local reporting. 

The third man was Wilson 
Chandler McGee of The Miami 
Herald. The scraps pf informa- 
tion he accumulated from unim- 
portant people led to the expo- 
sure of a bookmaking syndicate 
that grossed $50,000,000 in its best 
year and showed that bookmaking 
was under the control of a clique 
operating nationally. McGee's 
stories helped furnish ammuni- 
tion for a campaign by The Her- 
ald which ended in the closing 
of lush gambling casinos in the 
Miami area.

These three crime reporters 
not only achieved the objectives 
of their campaigns and won, for 
their newspapers or themselves, 
the Pulitzer awards. Their in- 
vestigations helped lay ground- 
work for the Senate Crime Com- 
mittee and helped the committee 
focus public attention on the 
scope and the operation of com- 
— crime all over Amer- 
ca. 

Senator Estes - Kefauver of 
Tennessee, chairman of the com- 
mittee, recognized the role played 
by these three and a handful of 
other reporters, including Theo- 
dore C. Link of the Post-Dispatch, 
when he declared not long ago: 
“Without the co-operation of the 
press and particularly of its crime 
reporters our whole effort would 
not have been possible.” 

Let’s look in on the three re- 
porters for whom a major share of 
the Senator’s praise was intended 
and see what makes them click. 

Ed Reid of The Brooklyn Eagle 
is 36 years old and has been a 
reporter for 18 years. He quit 
high «school before graduation 
and talked himself into a job on 
The Eagle by selling the paper 
news items at space rates. Soon 
he sold so many stories that he 
was making more money than the 
top staff writers, and so he was 
hired as a regular member of the 
staff. 

His first assignment led him 
straight into the lair of an outfit 
later known as “Murder, Inc.,” 
and ever since Reid has had an 
eye on the tree of crime that 
grew in Brooklyn. As a result 
of his visit to Joe’s bar he heard 
of three high police officers who 
had reportedly raised $115,000 
to help a bookmaker pay his 
losses on the Truman election. 
More information kept coming. 
It came from a disgruntled em- 
ploye of a bookmaker who did 
$20,000,000 worth of business a 
year but only paid Reid’s inform- 
ant $30 a week. Often tips came 
from wives of disgruntled losers. 
Finally, Reid obtained informa- 
tion leading to the raid of the 
huge bookmaking establishment 
conducted by Harry Gross. 

Among notations found in 
Gross’s business records were ex- 
penditures for “‘ice”—pay for po- 
lice or other official protection. 
How much Gross has told Dis- 

trict Attorney Miles F. MeDonald 
is not known, but 21 policemen 
have been indicted, 55 have been 
cited as “co-conspirators” and 
nearly 1000 others have heen dis- 
missed or have hurriedly retired 
since Gross was arrested. 

Reid is married to the former 
Natalie Borokhovich, a Conover 
model who ranks as a top cover 
girl. With their two sons, Mich- 
ael, 9, and Douglas, 4, the Reids 
live in a colonial style home in a 
remote rural section about 40 
miles from New York. Here he 
indulges in bird-watching and 
other hobbies of a nature lover.

It looks bad when a team 
reaches three no-trump without 
a stopper in one suit—spades, in 
this case—but this can’t be avoid- 
ed. The North-South bidding was 
entirely reasonable. 

West opened the heart ten. 
South won and immediately led 
a low diamond to the queen. East 
took, his ace—then engaged in 
deep thought over his next move. 

As he explained later, East felt 
that the only defense would be 
to find West with a club stopper 
and a third heart, so that he could 
put East back on lead. (It seemed 
incredible that West could have 
the spade ace!) So, acting on this 
analysis, East returned the heart 
queen to clear his suit, but after 
that, of course, it was all over. 
South took the trick and cashed 
sufficient diamonds and clubs to 
round out the contract. 

To start with; East was unrea- 
listic in hoping that his partner 
had held three hearts. With that 
number, headed by the ten,West 
would have led his lowest card of 
the suit. Second, East was a little 
too fast in taking his diamond 
ace! He should have held that 
card up as long as possible, and 
had he done so, West would have 
had the chance to announce, via 
a low club signal, that East should 
not look to him for help in that 
direction. This would have left 
East with only one fair chance— 
to shift to spades on the hope, 
however remote, that West had a 
four-card spade suit headed by 
the ace.
